WAR ON KLAN OPENS AT CAPITAL

Tribute Is
Paid Dead

by nglidge

Wreath Is Laid on Tomb of
Unknown Soldier to Mem-
ory of Those Who Died

That End Might Come.

Rosebud From Women

Washington, Nov. 11.—President
Coolidge laid a wreath today on the
tomb of the Unknown “Soldier at Ar-
lington as the Armistlce day tribute
of the American people to the mem-
ory of “those who did not see, but

died that the end might come.” The
act of tribute to the dead of the world
war was performed by the chief ¥x-
“cutive with little ceremony and in
striet accord with the custom estab-
lished a year ago by President Hard-
ing.

Several thousand people attended
services held at Arlington in the me-
morial amphitheater in the afternoon
any many more gathered on nearby
slopes heard the service of asong,
prayer and address through ampli-
fiers mounted on the top of the struc-
ture,

Bishop Willlam McDowell of the
Methodist Episcopal church made the
principal address, an appeal to the
American people to keep the faith
with the time, when .he tendency is
strong ''to lapse back on to ordinari-
ness of aspiration, into complacency
of soul, when the glory of conflict has
passed.

“Idealism so often fails in the long
pull, in the patient and creative en-
tdurance to the end, in the days that
thoew no heroism but only toil and
effort, Bishop McDowell said. "“That
is the test that is upon us now.”

Brief ceremonies were held at the
the tomb of the Unknown Soldier, at
the conclusion of the amphitheater
scrvicem and numerous veterans' or-
panizations' added their wreaths to
the mound of tributes which grew
steadily higher from the time the
piresident laid the gnational wreath.”

Leaving the White House at 10, Mr.
Coolidge arrived at Arlington befare
many of the thousands, who gath-
sred there in observance of the fifth
soniversary of the ending of the
world confiict. He was sccompanied
by Mrs; Coolidge, his millinry ‘and

The party entered the cemetery at
Ihe sauth gate, where an escort of
cavalry awalted and drove along the

chiet executive and his party ad-
vanced on foot to the tomb of the
Unknown Soldier, ahout which stood

The president stopped a few feet In
front of the tomb with Secretary
Weeks to his right and Secretary
Roosevelt to his left. Then, with
heads uncovered and with the presi-
dent bearing the wreath, a maselve
circle of white chrysanthemmums, the
three walked to the tomb and the
president lald the floral tribute on its
marble top,. Mr. Coolidge stood with
bowed head for a minute and then
@lsed his hand in salute to the hon-
ofed dead.

The president was turning to leave,
when Mrs. Coolidge stepped to. the
temnb and laid beside the wreath a
white rosebud, the special tribute of
American womanhood ‘to the un-
known dead.

President and Mrs. Coolidge, upon
their return td the city, went to the
First Congregational church, where
they participated in Armistice day

Tax Cut
[s Urged
by Mellon

Federal Government Collec-
tions for Past Two Years

More Than Expended,
Treasury Discloses.

Budget System Success

By Universal Service. '

Washington, Nov. 11.—8ecretary of
the Treasury Mellon today recom-
mended to congress a sweeping pro-
gram of tax reduction.

He revealed that during each of
the tiscal years®1922 and 1923, the
federal government collected $310,-
000,000 more than it expended, and he
pointed out the means by which this
vast sum may be returned to the per-
sons who pald.

The recommendation, contained in
a letter to Representative Willlam R.
Cireen of lowa, slated for the chair-
manship of the wgys and means com-
mittee, urges that the reductions be-
come operative with the beginning of

the tax or calendar year of 1524, It
provides for a cut in all taxes, but
particularly in taxes on huge In-
comes, so that this source of revy-

enue may he turned from tax-free se
curitles into investr ments which will
yvield the government a larger in-
come. Becretary Mellon made it plain
that the program would impon-
sihle except for the budget s=ystem.
Budget Proves Success,

“TheWgoverfiaient. of the United
States Is flrmly establighed on the ba-
#la of having balanced its budget each
vear-with a reasonable surplus and
stands firmly committed to the pol
ley, thus assuring an orderly redoc
tlon of the war debt out of current
revenues,” he declared. “"What hawr
bevn done sinee the establishment of
the budget system shows clearly what
